SUGGESTIONS  FOR  ROSE  CULTURE 

Plant  roses  in  good  rich  soil.  Do  not  trim  the  roots  off  too  severely,  but 
cut  the  tops  off  about  six  to  eight  inches  above  the  top  of  the  ground. 
Pack  good  rich  soil  thoroughly  around  the  roots. 

After  planting,  a  good  idea  is  to  place  a  few  shovel  fulls  of  soil  over  the 
plant  tops  to  shade  them  for  a  week  or  longer  while  the  roots  are  getting 
started.  This  keeps  the  tops  from  shriveling  while  the  main  roots  are 
throwing  out  their  little  moisture-gathering  rootlets.  Remove  the  soil 
some  cloudy  day  and  the  roses  will  grow  on  nicely. 

Winter  protection  of  the  tenderer  bush  roses  is  usually  necessary.  Soil 
mounded  up  over  the  plant,  the  tying  of  straw  or  similar  protection  is 
advised.

Prune  Before  Planting 

SHRUBS — Trim  off  34  of  the  top  and  34  of  the  ends  of  the  roots. 

ROSES — Trim  tops  to  three  eyes  on  each  stem  and  trim  off  34  of  root  ends. 

PRIVET — Trim  tops  to  within  8  inches  of  ground  and  prune  off  34  of  the 
root  ends.

Care  After  Planting 

It  is  well  to  work  the  ground  frequently,  keeping  It  loose  and  porous 
during  June,  July  and  August.  This  permits  air  to  circulate  through  the 
broken  up  ground  and  the  result  to  the  plant  is  very  beneficial.  Give  your 
plants  plenty  of  water  during  dry  periods. 

While  these  directions  apply  principally  to  the  first  year  after  planting, 
they  encourage  growth  if  followed  in  subsequent  years.

(6)  Fill  hole  and  tramp  soil.  The  lighter  the  soil  the  harder  the  tramp. 

In  pruning  Fruit  Trees,  cut  the  side  branches  to  6-8  inch  stubs  and  do 
not  leave  more  than  five  to  a  tree.  See  that  these  are  distributed  around 
the  trunk.  One  year  trees  are  simply  headed  to  whatever  height  they  are 
wanted. 

NOTE:  Always  keep  the  roots  covered.  Dig  hole  large  enough  to  receive 
plant  without  bending  roots.  Break  up  subsoil  when  it  Is  very  hard.

PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS 

Cut  off  about  six  inches  of  the  limb  growth,  prune 
off  bruised  ends  of  roots,  if  any,  make  a  smooth 
cut,  dig  hole  deep  enough  so  that  the  tree  will  be 
buried  to  the  same  depth  as  when  standing  in  the 
nursery  row,  or  up  to  the  collar — soak  roots  in  the 
water  one-half  hour,  place  trees  in  hole,  fill  in  one- 
fourth,  tread  well;  another  one-fourth,  tread  well, 
the  third  one-fourth,  tread  well;  then  finish  filling 
and  tread  firmly  so  that  when  the  tree  is  set  it  would 
require  a  strong  man  to  pull  it  out.
